The "Weary No More" series that ran from 

May 1 1 to June 21 , 2008 was an interesting and soul reviving series for me. It was not a highly 

publicized series, but it reached out and made a difference to many of us. 

"Weary No More" was about how we all need to rest according to the Fourth Commandment: 

"Remember the Sabbath day by keeping it holy. Six days you shall labor and do all your work, 
but the seventh day is a Sabbath to the LORD your God. On it you shall not do any 
work..." (Exodus 20:8-1 1 NIV) 

This is not a suggestion, something you can put off or take for granted. It is a Commandment 
from God. What happens when we ignore this Commandment? Like the others, no good can 
from it. 

We learned the results of not taking a Sabbath day will show up in different ways. First, our 
physical health will be affected. We will start feeling tired and stressed; possibly leading to 
much more serious health issues. Second, our emotional well being will start to show the ugly 
side of our personality. Our "buttons" will get pushed a little sooner. Third, our relationships 
will begin to suffer. We will start to ignore the pleas of our loved onestospend time with 
them. We become obsessed with getting things done for us instead of taking time to truly 
experience what God wants us to. 

As this happens, we ultimately suffer a relationship breakdown with God. We start to blame 
God for our weariness, we ignore Jesus' teachings reinforcing our need for rest, the Holy Spirit 
starts to be a far away voice. 

For me Sunday is my Sabbath. It is a day I truly feel is my day to rest. I love being awake in the 
morning on a Sunday, it is so much quieter then any other day. The roads are deserted and 
the ride to church at 8:30 am is stress free. My wife and I enjoy the service, laugh at Pastor 
Vince's jokes, and really get to absorb the message because we are able to focus on it. After 
the service we mingle with our friends, have a cup of coffee and reflect on what we have 
heard.

It makes it a lot 
easier to wake up Monday morning. 

This series came at a very good time for me. Our family was experiencing some very difficult 
times and I was starting to feel the effects of the stress.

Everyone needs to make sure to take time every week to be rejuvenated by taking a Sabbath 
and putting aside the day to day issues we face. By following the Fourth Commandment and 
using the skills we learned; I'll be "Weary No More".

Home Improvements Update

Our Home Improvement campaign is one hundred twenty-six weeks into the three year 
monthly giving (through July 31, 2008). Our pledges totaled $771,722 composed of $75,140 in 
up-front gifts and $696,582 over three years (weekly, monthly, annual and special pledges). 

To date we have received $592,182 consisting of $77,372 up-front gifts and $514,810 toward 
the 3 year total. Percentage-wise, we have received 77% of the total pledged, 103% of pledged 
up-front gifts, and 74% of the 3 Year total pledge. Using the three-year time (target = 135/156) 
we are 81 % into the campaign (refer to table below)

Adult volunteers that serve on Ministry teams and have a desire to share their experience with 
Lakeshore teens act as coaches. Shanna Hunneyman leads the music team with Dave Schindler, Dan 
Robillard and Paul Clark. Ray Hardaway works with the tech team. Anne Frey and Jim Strowe direct the 
Drama Team. 

The band includes drums, bass, guitar, keyboards, horn and vocals and will prepare a worship set of 
about five songs, while regularly adding to their repertoire. Band members have made a promising 
debut and Jeff Johnson (keyboards and vocals) states that his mission is to do "whatever is needed" for 
the band. 

The Tech team will program and run the mixing board, lights and media presentations. 

Members of the Drama Team will have the opportunity to write and interpret scripts while performing 
for ISM gatherings. 

All members will participate on the "Warm and Fuzzy Team" to create an atmosphere on Thursday 
nights that is friendly, warm and welcoming to newcomers. Everyone is expected to "go out of their 
way to make sure all students feel included as a part of the group". 

Pastor Cory believes "there are few things in life better than seeing teenagers leading their peers in 
ministry" and this program already begun to develop new leaders for Lakeshore Community Church.

This year's Leadership Summit was held on August 7 and 8 from 1 0am-6:30pm. Over 200 partici- 
pants and dozens of Lal<eshore Community Church volunteers came together to learn more about 
God's plan for leadership in today's world. 

Gary Haugen, President and CEO of the International Justice Mission (ijm.org), gave an inspiring talk 
on day one of the summit. Please take the time to ask a friend who attended the Summit about 
this session. It was incredible. 

Catherine Rohr started the Prison Entrepreneurship Program (pep.org) in Texas Prisons only four 
years ago, and it has already yielded incredible dividends. Over ninety-five percent of her gradu- 
ates have successfully reintegrated into society after incarceration. Many of them have benefited 
from Catherine's Harvard MBA training and started their own businesses. On day two of the sum- 
mit, she gave an interview with Jim Mellado. Just as Jim was to ask Catherine about her experience 
as a woman leading a prison ministry, she interrupted and with great energy mentioned that two 
backstage volunteers had mistaken her for another speaker's assistant. Then Catherine said she 
doubted Bill Hybels had even been asked, "What's it like to be a man in leadership?" 

To close the Summit, Bill Hybels shared a talk entitled "Relentless," a character and leadership study 
of Mother Theresa. It was surprising to learn how patient and persistent Mother Theresa needed to 
be to gain permission from her superiors to travel to Calcutta, India. She also wrote frequently 
about how she wished she could sense and feel God's presence more, despite her deep devotion. 
But when she didn't feel God's love as fully as she wished. Mother Theresa wrote that she would 
love God more than he's ever been loved before. That is exactly the right attitude, but exactly the 
opposite of how I respond when God seems distant. 

After an inspiring worship multimedia experience by Chris Tomlin called "God of This City," partici- 
pants were dismissed. As I walked outside and looked at the sky over the parking lot, there was a 
huge rainbow in the sky, even as the sun shone down on the church. Another participant turned 
to a Lakeshore volunteer and said, "Nice job. Even the exit is perfect."

Rochester NY - I learned about the Opern Door Mission through friends of mine at Lakeshore. 
My wife, Kathleen, and I went there one night to see how they helped out on Monday nights. 

The Open Door Mission has been in operation since 1952 and was started by John A. Keyes 
and Grant N. Speicher. Open Door is a Christian based organization that operates in 
downtown Rochester to assist those in need. 

They are funded solely by donations from the community and volunteers help 
the staff serve those in need. I met Brother Harry and Avon the evening we 
went down to the 210 Main Street location. Brother Harry has been working at 
the mission for six years. He is a very friendly man with a good sense of humor. 
He really knew how to make us feel welcome. 

Main Street serves as the soup kitchen, but they served much more then just 
soup. The night we were there the menu was sloppy joes, mac-n-cheese, 
salad, mixed vegetables and a dessert. The kitchen feeds on average 80 to 1 00 
people each day. 

The kitchen opens everyday at 4:00 pm for a coffee hour where those that 
come in socialize, play board games, use the phone, and have the chance to 
take a shower. The Open Door Mission is requesting special help this 
summer for donations to continue making those showers available. We take 
for granted this simple thing but for those that do not have access to one, don't. 

When I got there I was put to work helping get the tables wiped down and setup for dinner. 
Around 7: 1 5 pm Brother Harry asked everyone to put away the games and start setting up for 
the nightly service and dinner. The doors close at 7:30 pm and no one is allowed in after that. 
His message that night was the Bible is the Truth and how we need to read this and not be 
fooled by the many false teachings we hear every day. 

After the service it was time to eat. Everyone there to eat sits down at the tables we prepared 
earlier and the volunteers serve dinner "restaurant style". I was put in charge of the serving the 
vegetables. Every table had one 64 oz. bottle of juice that was rationed carefully to make sure 
everyone got a glass full. Each plate was full by the time it made it to the thankful person 
there. 

The staff also receives dinner. We also made sure those who were working and could not be 
there had plates made up for them. Once that was done anyone who wanted seconds could 
come up and refill their plate. There was nothing left over and another filling meal had been 
served. 

As I was serving up dinner, I was reminded of Jesus feeding the five thousand with just five 
loavesof bread and two fish— yet all left full (Matthew 14:15-21). 

The Open Door Mission does this every day and needs our help to keep this wonderful service 
operating. I was humbled by this experience and I thank God that he has blessed me with 
everything I have. 

It is important to remember that helping others is part of our faith. The work I did felt easy and 
gave me a feeling of contentment I can not express.
